tacking the jurisdiction of the court and 
tbe legality of the proceedings, Presi- 
dent Kamuel (Jompers, Vice President 
John Mitchell and Secretary'Frank llor- 
rison, of the American Federation of La- 
bor appeared in the equity branch of the 
supreme court of the District of Colum- 
bia today to resist the latest contempt 
order issued against them by Justice 
Wright. The first moves were of a tech- 
nical nature and were overruled by Jus- 
tivi; Wright. 


A motion lo dismiss on the ground 


that the service of the order was incom- 
plete was sustained, but when Justice 
Wright directed the marshal to serve 
new papers . forthwith the point was 
waived.

the report of the committee of lawyers 
on the ground that such committee could 
not exercise the judicial equalities re- 
quired in the court's order. This motion

there were no reasonable grounds for 
contempt charges, such a report would 
hot hn.ve. been] received.

One of the vagaries of a noted Repub- 


lican governor of Michigan, the late Gov- 
ernor Pingre.«,_\va,vthe utilization of va- 
cant property lying in the cities and 
tiovrap for the purposes of cultivation, 
the products being given to the cultivat- 
ors who were toJbe. chosen because of 
their needs. Naturally enough the pro- 
ject was ridiculed but as the. old saying 
is, the radicalism of one generation may 
seem the conservatism of the next, and 
the idea began to. be copied. 


The use ol vacant lots in this fashion 


can in no wise injure them nnd this 
summer occupation in no way deprives 
tlie owner ,of any .revenues, since other- 
wise the lots-would' remain idle. The 
consequent products from cultivating Hie 
ground go to the tillers. To them such 
are a veritable godsend. In every city 
and in every town are hundreds of these 
vacant properties. There are many peo- 
ple who are. very glad of tile opportunity 
to exploit tha .lots, pro.vided thay are per- 
mitted to harvest the products. 


But if not to be used for cultivation 


of ediolea, then why not turn these va- 
cant spots into gardens for the pleasure 
of the people. Associations are formed 
in one large city which have for their 
objcat the aaoinment of vacant lots or 
garden, plots. This work of making a 
city beautiful has another 
feature in 


providing employment for men who oth- 
erwise would bo idle. For this garden 
work is not heavy und numerous t'™-* 
pie heyoud the age limit of the factories 
can in these find suitable employment. 


This particular city, Indianapolis, is 


pleased with the experiment. Not only 
vacant properties are beautified, nut they 
arc cultivated. This summer over a hun- 
dred families through the work'of the 
committee, not only thus received ft ma- 
terial, but an educational help. This 
work could very well be carried on in 
our own city. There lire many' vacant 
lots and there are many who would be 
very glad of the opportunity.

The exports ol 
industry have reached /a total value ol 
$1,100,000,000, which is more than our 
entire export trade fourteen years ago 


Judging from present indications, the 


Soxt fiscal year will show still greater 
progress in foreign trade. No doubt, as 
at present, steel products will head the 
export list. While the; recent world stce' 
agreement may tend toward more terri- 
torial business, American factories wil' 
doubtless continue to supply 
a worlt 


trade which seems anxious to accepl 
American manufactures. 


The foreign market for our farm pro 


duct* seems impossible of indefinite ex- 
pansion. 
While our sales of agricul 


tural products grow from year to year 
the increase is relatively small. 


Our diplomatic and consular service is 


said to have been through its officieni 
and well-directed work, 
an importan 


factor in extending our sales abroad. 


With sixteen millions surplus in the 


treasury and two billions in foreign ex- 
ports, Uncle Sam may be said to be in 
very 
comfortable 
circumstances.

OUR FIRE TOIL. 


Fire losses in the United Stales and 


Canada during the first half of this year 
ending June 30, have amounted to more 
tlum $128,000,000. During the 
corres- 


ponding period last year, $102,000,000 
was destroyed by flames. The losses for 
the entire year 1910 amounted to $234,- 
400,000. If the present ratio continues 
the lire destruction for the entire year 
1911 will total more than $260,000,000. 


Fire losses and the cost of fire pre- 


vention amounts to more than $450,000,- 
000 annually—more than the entire an- 
nual production of gold, silver, copper 
and petroleum. 


Last year the United States and Can 


ada lost by fire an amount equal to 
$2.51 for every man, woman and child 
The per capita fire loss in Europe for 
the same time amounted to $.33. 


In addition to our fire losses fifteen 


hundred people are killed and more than 
five thousand are injured every yenr, ac 
cording to official' statistics. 


And why? Why this loss, this suffer- 


ing, this death toll? Because Americans 
arc careless; careless in construction 
careless in uso of fire and matches. 


If cur buildings were as fireproof as 


those of Europe, our annual fire losses 
would not amount to more than $80,000,- 
000, declares a well known authority. 


In. Chicago last year 1,080 of 3,875 


known fire- causes were due to careless 
use of matches. Nearly ten thousand 
matches are lighted in this country 
every second, according to an authentic 
report—and every one of thora is o. pos- 
sible fire. 


The one who is careless about matches 


is a constant menace not only to him- 
self but to the community. Now he 
allows the little brand to fall into a 
street grating to ignite trash in a shop or 
factory-collar; again, he tosses it from 
a window to drop .upon the hat of a wo 
man passing by; sometimes be fires his 
own promises by flipping his fire into a 
waste basket or a pile of papers, H< 
seldom looks to sec where the spark 
falls; he seldom, cares .until he realiziw 
that hi* act may have caused great des 
trnction of property or sacrifice of life. 
..Reduction of fire waste is »n imoortani 
part' of conservation ' of our resources 
The public may do much to eliminate a 
large portion of our fire losses, propert; 


and life. The match dropper is a .poten- 
.ial firebug and should be treated as a I 
langerous person. He who erects . or 
jermits to be erected unsafe buildings 
should be' ma'de'responsible. Today*'te 
;he day of possibilities; precaution tak- 
in today may prevent loss, suffering and 
ieath tomorrow.

dental drowning. Scarce'a day passes 
but some life is lost in the water. 
A 


survey of the accidental deaths of the 
past show,s,^aiah;e,.m£jority,»rc caused 
oy lack of "'k'riowlWge ~ or''swimming. 
Those who are .in a position to 
know- 


state that in the majority of cases, had 
the victims been able to swim, life would 
not ih'ttve-been'sa&lfic'fd.''- 


According' to a well known expert two' 


of the surest and simplest rules to ob- 
serve in the prevention of drowning are: 
"shut-your'"mouth and paw like a dog' 
scratching for a bone." 


Half the drownings which occur could 


be prevented .if those unable to ewim 
would "only keep their mouths shut, ac-' 
cording to this expert. 
The other; half 


could »avc themselves from drpwning if 
persons fighting for their 
lives 
would 


merely paw the water with their hands, 
he declares.'' 
. 


"It is s'iich a simple matter to keep 


one-self afloat that it seems incredible 
to mi"that so many drowoings occur 
every summer," says the expert swim- 
mer. "But 1 suppose it seems simple lie- 
cause'I have been a. swimmer almost 
*ince \I' w.as able to walk. 


"The first'impulse of'the average per- 


son is't'o yell when precipitated sudden- 
Jy. <ntp the Avater. ThAt is the 
worst 


thing'«f drowning person could do. Once 
the^lung* become filled with water the 
chances-are against the person getting 
out alivei Another first impulse is to 
kick and splash about like a crary grass- 
hopper. If'this useless exertion is turn- 
ed to a straight doglikc paddle nine per- 
sons out of ten could keep above water 
for several minutes, even if they could 
not swim." 


.Some may argue 
j that advice is use- 


lets because of the lact that a drowning 
person becomes frantic. But in the fren- 
zied fear lies the difficulty. At any rate, 
if life may be saved by trying to fol- 
low seemingly useless adviw, it would 
appear that such isjnot entirely'out of 
place:"-Howcver, it seems the wise course 
would'be 'to master the art of swimming.

they may be kept from decay in store, 
on -release at once commence the. decay 
which had been arrested.

An* 
inml products become; obnoxious.or un- 
savory. Poultry is generally-put-in-cold 
storage with contents yet within, and 
this unsavory stuff must render poison, 
germs that permeate the carcass.

Women Can't Work Over 
10 Hours a Day Under Law 


Merchants, milliners, 
manufacturers 


and others who employ female help are 
considerably exercised iji regard to tuc 
law governing tha hours of labor of such 
help. 'The office of .William Smieding, of 
the municipal court, has been called up a 
dozen times a day and it keeps the judge 
and Clerk George Keh! busy explaining 
just what the. law implies. The law pro- 
vides that any female employed shall 
not work more, than ten hours in any 
one day, but there are other important 
provisions. I" order that all may un- 
derstand the nature of this law it is pub- 
fished below: 


Chapter 548, Laws of 1911. 


Section 1. There is added to the stat- 


ute* a new section to read: Section 
•172.8-1. 1. No female shall be employed 
or' be permitted to work in any m»nu- 
facturing, mechanical or mercantile es- 
tablishment, laundry or restaurant, or 
confectionery store, or telegraph or tele- 
phone1 office or eiijhange, or by any ex- 
press or'transportation company, m thu 
state, more than ten hours during any 
one day, or more than fifty-five hours in 
any one week. The hours may be so ar- 
ranged »» to permit the employment of 
females'1 at nii.V time, hu.t they s.hall not 
work more than ten hours during the 
'twenty-four hours of any one day, nor 
more than "fifty-five hours during one 
week. If, however, any part of a .fe- 
male's daily employment i.s. performed 
between the hours of 8 o'clock p..m., and 
6 o'clock *. m., of the following day, »U 
the employment 
shall be considered 


nieht work, and no such ffroale so em- 
ployed at night work shall be employed 
or permitted to work thereat more than 
eight hours in any twenty-four hours, 
nor more than fortyreififat hour» during 
one week. If any such female is employ- 
ed not more than one night in the week 
(after 8 o'clock as herein provided) then 
such female may be permitted to \vork 
fifty-five hours in any such week. Pro- 
vided, that at least one hour for dinner 
be allowed each female during her work- 
ing period, but no part of such hour shall 
be considered as a part of the permitted 
period of daily employment. 


2. Every employer shall post 
in a 


conspicuous place in every room, where 
such females are employed, a printed no- 
tice stating the hours of commencing 
and stopping suoh work, the time allow- 
ed for dinner 'or other meals, and the 
maximum number of hours any female 
employe is permitted to work in any one 


3. The employment of any female in 


any such place or establishment, «s de- 
fined in iUbsection. I, of this section, at 
any time other than those of the posted 
hours of labor, as hereinbefore provided 
for, 
shall be prima facie evidence of a 


violation of this axst.

4. Any person •violating' any provision 


of this section shall. V deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and
